To estimate the political, economic and military con- 
sequences for the Chinese Communist regime of its opera- 
tions in Korea®

available on the present interns! situation in Communist 
China and even less on Sino -Soviet relations® In view of 
the obvious importance of the subject matter of this esti- 
mate, however, it is requested that all available evidence 
be submitted relating to the following broad questions® 
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QUESTIONS BEARING ON THE PROBLEM 


I. WHAT EVIDENCE IS THERE THAT THE KOREAN WAR HAS

Chinese Communist regime?
